Superintendent's Report 


REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
1965 - 1966 


To the School Board and Citizens of Errol: 

We, again have been fortunate in having the services of teachers 
who are all duly certified and qualified in their respective subject 
matter areas. We have taken the initiative in utilizing our facili- 
ties more fully and have established a program in Industrial Arts 
and in Physical Education using the anes shop and town hall 
respectively for these areas. 


We again have received approval of being an Approved High 
School for Errol. A correlation of our academic program with that 
offered at Berlin High School has paid off and we are following 
the same system this year. We are utilizing some areas of the 
new Modern Math and with the Board’s permission will follow 
this up with additional courses next year. 


In studying the present enrollment in the high school, it is the 
Superintendent’s suggestion that the Board and the town citizen- 
ry take a very close look at the feasibility of continuing the high 
school. For the next two or three years, with the present enroll- 
ment figures at hand, it is the feeling of the Superintendent that 
we can dispense with one teacher at the high school level. This 
can be done without hurting the school by having a teacher who 
is willing to become certified in one or two additional areas. This 
will not effect the quality nor the rating of the school, If, in the 
future, the enrollment increases you can always add an additional 
teacher when needed and, of course, this will result in quite a 
large savings regarding faculty salaries. 


By the installation and purchase of a portable science lab, we 
have increased the value of our science offerings grades 7 through 
10. This unit is capable of performing many experiments and 
demonstrations heretofore not available or feasible under the old 
conditions. 


The Superintendent would like to go on record as publicly an- 
nouncing at this time that Supervisory Union, No. 58 will no 
longer be affiliated with Errol. At a recent meeting of the State 
Board of Education, it was decided that Errol would be absorbed 
by the Gorham Union, This will become effective July 1, 1966. 


May your Superintendent at this time take the opportunity of 
expressing his heartfelt appreciation to the Errol citizenry and 
especially the noble people of the Board of Education without 
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whose fine cooperation and understanding the education at Errol 
would have been sadly neglected. These stalwart people have a 
great vision and are to be congratulated on their interest and de- 
sire to doiall they could in their power to pursue the course of ed- 
ucation that is their responsibility. May I go a step further in 
mentioning the names of people to whom these accolades pertain, 
James Barnett, Merit Bean, Mrs, Darlene Mathieu, Diane Link- 
enbach, and Walter Morrison. These truly have been dedicated 
and are fine people to work with and I very reluctantly leave 
your employ, but | will always have the highest esteem and fond 
memories of Errol.
